University Men Do Not 


. Seem to Care About 


Obtaining Posi- 


tions 


"H any student in the Commerce 


course goes out of this university 
without a job this summer, it will 
be because of a total lack of per- 
sonal initiative," was the answer of 
Prof. S. T. Oilman of business 'ad- 
ministration at the University, to 
the statement that "the poor college 
boy is to be pitied because he can't 
find a job." 


The demand for students this year 


is not as great as it was last year, 
although every department in the 
university is certain that it can 
place every, student 
that wants 


work. The student for the past two 
or three years has had a choice of 
eight or ten jobs while he has only 
a choice of one or two jobs this year. 


The students on the other hand 


are using different tactics this year 
than they ever used before. Instead 
of asking the faculty to find a job 
for them, the studentsjire going out 
and finding their own jobs. 


"There is plenty of work this year 


for all students if they want it," 
.-raid Prof. Oilman, "but they either 
do not want tho work or have se- 
cured work already. I don't under- 
stand it; 
the students have not 


shown such a disposition 
since I 


have been in the university. 


"The students show no interest in 


getting a job this year; it seems 
that they have no interest in the 
future today. They have had too 
much cream and sugar put on their 
opportunities; they have been over- 
fed on good jobs and are spoiled 
like the child who is over-fed on' 
all sort of dainties. 


"Two years ago the students 


would read the letters of applica- 
tions which were placed on the bul- 
letin board and would Bend a tele- 
gram to the corporation immediate- 
ly, but today they will read the 
applications and not even come to 
our office to ask about them. 
"Today they do not want job -un- 


less it has a salary of $5,000 to be- 
gin with. Those days are passed, 
yet there is not a corporation in the 
United States that expect a student 
to work forever on the salary with 
which ho started. In fact, if these 
concerns were not sure that these 
young men would be drawing a sal- 
ary, at least twice as large as the 
salary oh which they started them 
after six months' acquaintance with 
the job they would not hire them. 
"This peculiar disposition on the 


part of the 
student body is evi- 


denced in every department through- 
out the university. The Enginering 
school has a great number ot appli- 
cations that have not been filled; 
structural jobs head the list, high- 
ways second, and hydraulics third." 


"Besides the d»mand» for students 


for out-door work, w-e have a few 
applications for teaching positions 
and salesmanship jobs," said Prof. 
L. F. Van Hagan of the Engineering 
College. "The state is 
building 


$30,000,000 worth of highways this 
year, and on this work alone we can 
place tie majority of our students."

'There has. never been a time 


in the history of the railroads when 
they needed money for rehabilita- 
tion as they do now," was the state- 
ment made by William I. Finley, 
president of the Northwestern road, 
at n special meeting of the Technic- 
al club, Monday evening. He con- 
tinued: 


"The railroads cannot remain solv- 


ent unless they earn more than they 
spend. There is a prevailing opin- 
ion that the railroads have a guar- 
anteed revenue of 6 per cent, but 
such is usfortunattcy not the case. 
The railroads have not earned 1 per 
cent on their investment since Ihcir 
return by the government. 


"According to the latest

agreement, the secticjj men are not 
allowed to make the repairs on the 
gasoline cars upon which they ride 
to work. They mrjst either call a 
machinist or send it to the 
shops. 


A gasoline section car is less com- 
plicated than a. farm tractor. Im- 
agine the predicament of a farmer 
if he were not allowed to have his 
hired man make the repairs on his 
tractor, but were compelled to call 
in an expert machinist or send it 
back to the factory."

commission were 4,955. This is an 
increase.of 25% over March.

crease of 23% in .the calls for help 
and a falling off of 15% hi the ap- 
plications. 
This is believed to be 


due to the opening up of building 
construction and farm work. 


Nearly one-sixth of all persons 


referred by the employment offices 
to positions during April were sent 
to farmers, the total number re- 
ferred being- 1,109 as against 370 in 
March.

FINDLAY TALKS 


ON RETAILING 


Expense of Grocery Busi- 


ness is 16 2-3 Per Cent, 


Says Expert 


Panl Findlay, retail merchandiser 


of the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change spoke Monday night before 
a gathering in the Assembly cham- 
ber of /the capitol. 
Using as his 


theme, "How to Retail Fruit Effici- 
ently," Mr. Findlay explained how 
it was possible to realize 350 per 
cent on net capital employed in the 
sale of oranges and lemons. 
He 


said in part: 


"The average expense of doing 


the grocery business in the United 
States is about 16 2-3 per cent, or 
one-sixth of the 
money received. 


That is the basic charge against 
oranges and lemons. 
Then 8 1-3 


per cent is added as a liberal allow- 
ance for shrinkage on fruits, which 
includes 
wastage, 
sampling and 


pilferage, plus loading. 


5 Per Cent Profit 


. "This gives a total burden on or- 
anges and lemons of 20 per cent. 
This allowance is liberal and will 
withstand the most critical tests. 
"Now add 5 per cent for a fair and 
adequate net profit and the total 
margin is 25 per cent as normal and 
proper for 
oranges 
and 
lemons. 


Remember this 25 per cent margin 
is figured oh the selling price, not 
on the cost, because all the expenses 
of the store are figured on sales 
and not on costs. This 25 per cent 
on the selling price is equivalent to 
33 1-3 per cent on the cost. Rem- 
ember, too, that oranges and lemons 
are staple fruits, available the year 
•round. Plan lor a weekly turnover. 


Mr, Findlay not only centralized 


his talk on oranges and lemons, but 
discussed generally the 
problems 


confronting the retail merchants of 
today. He especially urged correct 
methods of margin computation. 


Bar Speculation 


"A profitable combination will not 


work out if you permit yourself to 
.speculate on 'quality purchases' to 
'save' twenty-five or fifty cents a 
box or to 'beat a rising market.

Through Land Grant Sale 


School Now Dependent On Taxes Because ValnaWe Tracts

support of the University of Wis- 
consin fall more upon taxes than in 
some other states, because this state 
wasted the. land grants given it for 
the support of the university. Wis- 
consin with twico the quantity of 
land than Michigan, bat received 
only half what that state did from 
land sales. 


The state of Michigan received an 


average of ?12 an acre for its land, 
Wisconsin 
offered 
its university 


lands for sale during the dark per- 
iod of Wisconsin political history. 
Political chicanery stalked in 
the 


houses of the legislature. The leg- 
islature was wheedled by bribes 
from 
railroad 
land 
speculators, 


which has left a chapter ia state 
history known as the period "of the 
party thieves." 


But the story of the sale of Wis- 


consin school lands is'dramatic with 
incidents. It explains to the pres- 
ent generation why this state must 
support its university largely by 
'taxes. 


"The first, legislature 
not only 


failed to elect a board of regents; 
it refused to provide funds for the 
immediate organization of the uni- 
versity," says Prof. J. F. A. Pyre. 
''It had, however, arranged for the 
valuation of the university lands by 
electing in joint session three ap- 
praisers for each 
county of the 
state. By the time the legislature 
again came 
together, 
appraisais 


had -been returned on a good por- 
tion of the lands and, before the end 
of another year, sixty-three sections 
and a fraction had been appraised 
at an average of two dollars and 
eighty-seven cents an acre. By an 
act of 1849, the secretary of state, 
the state treasurer, and the attor- 
nay general were constituted a board 
of commissioners to direct the sale 
of school and university lands and 
to invest and manage the funds. 
The appraised value was established 
as a minimum and the commission- 
ers were instructed to offer the lands 
for sale at auction, commencing De- 
cember 16, I860." 


"Many of the 
appraisals must 


have been thoroughly dishonest. The 
average price per aero set upon the 
'selected university lands' was over 
sixty cents lower than that set up- 
on 'ordinary school lands.' Yet the 
university lands had been early and 
competently chosen from the best in 
the state, while the school lands 
were the chance sixteenth sections 
of the townships. These facts, laid 
before the legislature by th<> regents 


money enabled buyers to enter large 
quantities of lands which they could 
inspect at their leisure, turning back 
upon the commissioners those lands 
which proved undesirable as invest- 
ments. 
In a very short time, the 


holdings of the university consisted 
mostly of rejected lands of rela- 
tively little value, and in the end', 
the entire grant netted but a third 
of the chancellor's first estimate. 
As if this were not enough, the fund 
was still further mulcted for clerk 
hire and suffered diminution through 
bad investment. 
It was originally 


intended that the expenses of the 
school 
and swamp land bureau 


should "be sustained from the fees 
charged to the purchasers of lands. 
But under Governor Barstow's ad- 
ministration (1854 and 1865), the 
state officers adopted the practice of 
drawing money from the treasury 
for the payment of clerks and pock- 
eting the fees. An, investigation of 
the state departments in 1856 show- 
ed that $35,385.75 in office fees had 
been "converted to the private use 
of the commissioners," "an enorm- 
ous tax for the benefit of two or 
three people—already paid for their 
time out of the treasury," while 
there had been charged off against 
the lands ?22,758.58 in clerk hire, 'be- 
sides other expenses for appraising, 
advertising, blanks, etc." The loss 
of the university in charges of this 
character was more than $10,000. 
The sum that was lost through bad 
loans in small amounts of $500 to 
private individuals throughout the 
state was said by an investigating 
committee of -regents (1860) 
to

•''The future bloomed; the chancel- 


lor in his next report estimated the 
endowment of the 
university 
at 


$4iX),000 and was moved to congratu- 
late the state upon saving its uni- 
versity endowment from the disas- 
ters which had befallen similar funds 
in communities less favored by di- 
vine providence. He was doomed to 
a speedy disillusion. . By .the next 
meeting- of the legislature a formid- 
able resistance had developed among 
pre-emptors and speculators. 
The 


governor was indaced to urge the 
protection of pre-emptors already in 
possession of university lands by en- 
abling them to 
buy, "sav forty 
acres," at the appraised values of 
1S49. But the legislature went far- 
ther and on thg fourth of March the 
assembly, "notwithstanding the ef- 
forts of the university interests," 
concurred in a seiate bill which set 
the minimum price at four dollars 
an acre. Governor Dewey vetoed the 
bill and it was succeeded by another, 
which became a 
law, setting th-.. 


price at seven dollars, and instruct- 
in- the commissioners to remit any 
excess over this amount paid by for- 
mer purchasers." 
"This reduction was not altogether 


unwelcome to the university officers 
since it promised a more rapid sale 
of the lands. But the end was not 
yet. The next governor, L. J. Far- 
well (1852 and 1853), though appa- 
rectly conscientious espoused a po- 
licy which proved favorable to pri- 
vate interests. 
His 
first 
mes- 


sage opposed the withholding of the 
university lands from sale as inim- 
ical to the fiaterial progress of the 
state. The legislature took the cue 
and voted a re-appraisal of the lands, 
establishing three dollars an acre as 
the minimum price at which apprais- 
als might be made. As a further in- 
ducement to buyers the requirement 
of purchase money was 
abolished. 


The new appraisers virtually adopt- 
ed the three dollars imposed by law 
as a .maximum with the result that a 


charge fully proved that these loss- 
es occurred chiefly among private 
friends and political adherents of 
the state officers. Even according to 
the standard of those easy-going 
ways, however, "gross offenses had 
been committed." The

prices prevailing are so low that in 
addition to all returns they may be 
called upon to add a check to cover 
the cost and the freight. 
Canadian 


farmers have realized little if any 
better grain prices than U. S. farm- 
ers. Cattle and sheep prices in the 
U. S. markets are now so low that 
sheep will not pay transportation 
and selling charges, unless batcher 
lambs, and milk cows and thin kill- 
ing cows can not be shipped by rail 
except short distances for the same 
reason.

Dill would interfere with the farm- 
ers of northern Wisconsin, and As- 
semblyman Edwards denounced the 
measure as unnecessary. 


There was a long debate over the 


bill to require the pasteurization of 
all by-products of creameries and 
cheese factories. Assemblyman Ol- 
son said this bill would prevent the 
spread of diseases, and pointed out 
that 16 per 
cent of tuberculosis 


among children came from 
cow's 


milk. Assemblyman J. B. French, 
Superior, said it cost about ?7GO,000 
biannually to meet the costs under 
the law allowing compensation for 
slaughtered tubercular cattle. This 
bill would lead to more expendi- 
tures. The bill was killed, 45 to 13.

Government By Judges? 


13 the function to Nullify to Legi3lative Intot? Wffl 


Judges Continue in the Legislative Fidd? 


- RE we to have government tai this country by a few judges 
A 
appointed for life? Is government by injunction to suc- 


ceed government prescribed by representatives of th. people? 


These ne questions which are becoming increasingly more 


important t» the American people in view of recent demons by 
the United States aupreme court 
Wffl the continued incursion 


of a majority of ni*e members of the U. S. supreme court into 
the legislative domain be sustained or tolerated by tie Amencan 


^e cornerstone of American government lies in the inter 


rfty of It. electorate. And yet a majority of the members of 
the U S. supreme court say that although there probably was 
corruption to the Michigan election which sent Newberry to the 
senate, yet Congress had no authority to regulate these elec- 
tions. If the Newberry proceedings had been inaugurated in a 
rtate court some Michigan judge would probably have been 
found to rale that the matter was one for federal action. 


The National Popular Government league at Washington 


has issued a statement on the present tendency toward govern- 
ment by injunction and the tendency of judges to usurp legis- 
lative functions. The statement follows: 


"Under other cover is sent you one of the ablest and most 


courageous documents coining out of Washington for many 
moons—a letter from the Federal Trade Commission to Presi- 
dTt Harding as to WHY PRICES DON'T COME DOWN. The 
most important revelations were not given adequate press at- 
tention—hence the entire letter to you. 


"Careless persons having a blind faith in the perpetuity of 


our institutions' should discover things in this letter to give 
them pause. 
The Commission of course makes no comment 


upon the relation of its facts to the workings of our political 
system, bnt let US take a glance at that relation. 


"Here are revealed combinations of men powerful enougl 


tt> set aside specific federal laws which express the national will 
Incidentally they make a plaything of that highly honored an- 
tique, the law of supply and demand, long supposed to operate 
with the scientific precision of the law of gravitation. As to 
how Federal law is circumvented, look at one method. In 1914 
334 members of Congress, the majority lawyers, all sworn to 
uphold the Constitution, enact a law, promptly signed by the 
President, establishing an agency, with legal power to collect 
and publish facts regarding trade conditions, especially as to 
unlawful practices. On a national referendum to 17,000,000 j 
voters, it would have carried 4 to 1 easily. 


"In 1920 Congress directs this agency, the Federal Trade j 


Commission, to secure for it facts as to the COST OF MINING 
COAL. The coal companies ask, and a SINGLE FEDERAL 
JUDGE GRANTS an injunction halting the investigation on the 
grounds that coal mining is not an interstate affair, at a time 
when coal was outrageously high and such knowledge vital to 
the public. The steel manufacturers got a similar injunction. 
Amazingly enough, at the same time a state judge enjoins the 
Indiana Food and Fuel Commission in its coal activities on the 
grounds that coal production is an interstate matter. It would 
be interesting to know t!ie CASH VALUE of these injunctions 
to the coal companies (and the steel crowd) until the Supreme 
Court finally acts. 


"The real issue here considered is not the justice of the in- 


junction—this judge was simply exercising powers conferred by 
judicial precedent acquiesced in for a century — but as to 
whether the SUPREME LEGISLATIVE WILL of this nation 
is to be exercised by an elected law-making body responsible to 
the people, or by judges appointed for life. Ere long, the people 
must decide whether judges are to exercise legislative powers. 
Perhaps the natural rejoinder is, .'Change the Constitution.' But 
this raises an obstacle of equal difficulty. The amending pro- 
cess Is so difficult as to require such an overwhelming majority 
(hat a wee minority can block a change for one or two genera- 
tions. Witness the last three amendments. The shortest of 
theee — the income tax amendment — took eighteen years to 
achieve, resulting' In a loss estimated at $2,000,000,000 in just 
taxes. 


"So the letter incidentally raises two great questions: shall 


a majority of nine men be the supreme legislature for 100,000,- 
000 people; and shall the will of the majority of that 100,000,000 
be blocked for a generation through a defective amending pro- 
cess?"
